arid regions should be allowed to mafce 
rules and regulations, and to enforce them 
in each district irrigated by one system," 
and that when "the Government has done 
its part in enacting proper laws and making 
the DC-cessiry surveys and estimates. Borne 
plan uiU3t be devised to enable associated 
labor and capital to construct the works." 
This ia a trifle vague. As a role, people 
do not live in arid regions until they are 
irrigated, and there are no "inhabitauta" 
to "make rules and regulations." 
The 


plan of creating irrigation districts we have 
tried in this State under the Wright law, 
tod it does not work. As to saying that 
the Government should make proper laws, 
and labor and capital should deyisa suita- 
ble plans, that is merely a paraphrase for 
Htoting that we ought to irrigate.

somewhat similar dilemma in Itidin, they 
promptly solveil it by an exerciss of the 
sovereign powers of Goveruuient. They 
condemned, under tha law of eminent do- 
main, all standing nnj running water, irri- 
gating oanuls. r,-servoirn, dams and ditches, 
and proceeded to construct a sydtsm of ir- 
rigation at the public expense. 
Some 


$150,000,000 has already been spent ou the 
work—tbe wbole of it being drawn from 
tbe QeiiHral Fund. 'Whatever may be said 
against tbis plan, it has had the merit of 
stopping the chronic famines which need 
to decimate the Peninsula ol Hindostan, 
and has enabled that country not only to 
feed its teeintut; millions, but to become u 
rival of the United States in the food mar- 
kets of Grent Britain. Mr. Stewart fltiya 
that the British methods "oannot be ap- 
plied here." We ara nut so sure of that. 
When the time comes that an American 
citizen oannot find a piece of land ou 
which to raise a family, and he eees 
millions ot acres wbich might be con- 
verted into farms if water were put 
on them, be will be apt to clamor pretty 
loudly for irrigation; and if the only party 
which can take possession of the water 
sources and wrest the fountains at their 
head out of the hands of prior appropria- 
tors and specnlutors is tho Government, 
he will be likely to remind the Adminis- 
tration for tho time being that tho law of 
eminent domain prevails here as in British 
possessions, and that tbe tima has corns to 
invoke it. 


At a subsequent date (he Call published 


the subjoined: 


Senator Stewart is in error if he imagines 


that, in a recent article on irrigation in 
this paper, we designed to antagonize his 
statements in the Forum. We merely pro- 
posed to draw his attention to the inevit- 
able inferences .which would bo drawn 
from iis rather vague assertion that capital 
and labor would combine of their own mo- 
tion to irrigate the arid plains, as soon as 
the \ray to do so was pointed out. In such 
enterprises, capital does not embark unless 
it sees its way to returns, and then it em- 
ploys labor to ilo the work. We can see 
quite distinctly how capital would under- 
take the business of irrigation, if the Gov- 
ernment gave it the land for nothing or 
next to nothing, and how it would call 
labor to its assistance. But the people are 
not prepared to get irrigation at this cost 
and in this way, because they are opposed 
to the creation of monopolies in water as in 
everything.' It -was because one or two 
passages in Senator Stewart's article in the 
Forum appeared to recommend this method 
of dealing with the subject that we drew 
hia attention to tho language he had us«d. 


The United States aru full of people who 


are prepared to put np the money for irti- 
nation if tbey can be assured of a profit in 
the enterprise. 
But the proposition ia, 


would the}- bunnlisfied with a modest profit 
letiveil front tho S'il» of wnlor to consum- 
ers? Tha demand might prove less than 
was anticipated, nnd in years of crop failute 
consumers might bs unable to pay. There- 
fore capitnligu woald strive for a more as- 
sured source ot profit than witter rents; and 
thul source oould ba nothing else than the 
ownership of at least part of the land that 
would be benefited by the water works. Ia 
other words, they would demand that the 
United Slates, as the owner of tbe bulk of 
che arid lands, t>hou!d either donate to tbem 
alternate sections or should sell tbem large 
tracts of those lands at a nominal price. 
The languors used by Mr. Stewart iu the 
Forum appeared susceptible of an interpre- 
tation that fnvored tmoh schemes; and we* 
are now pleased to note from his remark to 
our reporter, that he is opposed to tbe own- 
ership of irrigating ditches by monopolists. 
This leaves, apparently, no difference of 
opinion between UB. 


In Auat:nlU, wbera agriculture is gener- 


ally dependent on irrigation, tbe workx 
have been built since 1869, .by "trusts," 
whose bonds were indorsed by tbe Colonial 
Governments. 
When a district wanted 


water it formed itself into a trust and is- 
sued bonds for tbe presumed cost of tbe 
reservoirs and canals required; the Colon- 
ial Government indorsed them and sold 
them in England; tha interest was met ont of 
the proceeds of Ibn water rents. This is as 
if our Wright law bad contained a provision 
that the State of California should indoria 
the bonds of the irrigation districts. II it 
had, the districts would have got the money 
they wanted; out the Constitution stood in 
the way, and beside?, it is pretty certain 
that the people woald not sanction snob a 
use of the State credit, in an enterprise of 
which no one conld foresee the limit. 
In 


Australia the irrigation debentures are at 
tbil moment one of the straws wbich 
threaten to break the c.mel's back, and to 
place Victoria and New Bonth Wales in 
the position which Illinois occupied half a 
o»r>tnry ago.

-and Southern overland ronUs is very light 
at present. Few people, compared with 
the numbers going into the Northwest, are 
coining by these routes to California at 
this season.' Tbe railroad officials explain 
this by gaying tbat the spring-time ia not 
the season for California travel, and assert 
that tbe ligbt travel now it no IMS than in 
many • preceding years at this season. 
Exactly why the Spring months should 
not see thousands of settlers moving into 
the fertile valleya of this great State in 
time to secure homes and help by their 
labor others' harvests, if not ibeir own, is 
not easy to understand. Farmers, me- 
chanics acd men representing all occupa- 
tions have, according to all reports, been 
pouring into Washington and Oregon for 
the past six months, and there ara no signs 
of a cessation of tbe immigration. A pro- 
portion 
of these settler* 
and 
land 


prospectors find their way here by the 
daily trains, or steamers, bat the propor- 
tion is not large, compared with tbe number 
who remain in the vast undeveloped 
regions of tbe Northwest. There are 
several facts that may be taken into account 
in considering this present situation of 
affairs in tha travel, to the Pacific Coast 
States, if Washington may be so classed in 
ajantanae.of its approaching Statehood. 


THK TIUVEt. TO CAMTOBNU, 


The great travel to California in past 


years has been-in the fall. The travelers 
have been largely health-seekers, desiring 
to escape tbe rigois of the Eastern Winter. 
California has been widely advertised, 
especially the southern part of the State, 
as a sanitarium, and it is a question if to- 
day the State is not more widely known 
for its healthful climate than for its- un- 
surpassed soil and agricultural capabililits. 
Tbat the excitement' of last year in the 
southern part oK.the State was an injury to 
all California is now being realized. 
Southern California, was "written up" in 
Eastern papers as no place for the poor 
man, and tbe whole State suffered for tha 
one section. The impression was spread 
abroad that all California land was held at 
fabulous prices, that Government, school 
and railroad land vas 
a)] exhausted. 


Thero was chance lor all snch reports to be 
corrected, wbilo opportunity was given 
Eastern residents to uiakc a cheap trip 
here and see for themselves. This many 
intending emigrants did, while tha six 
months' excursion rate remained ut $60 
(from the Missouri river and return), but 
the action ol the transcontinental com- 
panies, which resulted ia raising the rate 
to $80 ($100 round-crip from Chicago) 
affected this class of travel to a large 
degree. Tbo railroad people orgnod then, 
and Rrgua now, that these six months' 
travelers are not settlers, but merely sight- 
seers, and tbat the increase of $20 for 
tourists, who desired a six months' trip, 
conld hfcV8 no effict on the immigrant 
business. But so far as tbe increased rate 
prevented any bead of a fnmily coming out 
here to look about, so far has tbe raised 
rate affected immigration to the State.. 


THE EDSH TO THB 


rates are tbe same on limited bnainew. 
Many of the persons coming here now from 
tie north hold tickets of this fort. They 
are clawed as prospectors more than M 
actual settlers, but experience has shown 
that a visit to California is the first step in 
bringing about a permanent change from 
Eastern ties. Visits to rural sections show 
that settlement in California has been go- 
ing on steadily and Bnre(y,the past twelve 
months, although perhaps not with the 
rapidity that the State's advantages war- 
rant. One ban Luis Obispo farmer, known 
to the writer, had to ride over ten miles, 
some five years ago when he wished to 
vote. Now there is a polling place about a 
mile from his.house, and sixty-four votes 
were cast there at the last election. In one 
small Bntte county colony, hardly a year 
old, there are gathered people whose recent 
residences represent at least'twenty States 
and Territories east of California.

ger Agent Goodman, of the Southern 
Pacific, whose long experience gives weight 
to his views, predicts a large immigration 
to this State. Tbe work ot Oalifornia's 
traveling show will by that time, it is 
thought, be demonstrated by homeneekers 
traveling Westward. Other influences are 
also at work. The State Board of Trade is 
advertising widely. The Southern Pacific 
and other companies, whose interest in 
this 'Western land is increased by tbe hope 
of their own through lines some day, ara 
circulating immigration literature.

Th ut in tha Puget Sound country 
re wlio-it, fruit, hops, timber, grazing, 
orn, flux and coal lands was aluo made 
pnapicuons, and the iron, copper, lead, 
ilver ana gold minoa of tbe country tribu- 
tary to the r nil road have been advertised 
nth all the industry and energy possible. 
?he cheapness of lands was one thing em- 
hunized, . and Califprniaus might well 
earn from this to make more generally 
uown the c-xistence here of some property 


that can be bought at low prioes. 


EFFECT OP THB NEW ROAD. 


The complfctfon of the line to Oregon 


from this State has also done much for the 
development of the Northwest. Many Saa 
Franciscans have investments iu Seattle, 
Wbatocyn, Port Townsend and other points. 
Several California capitalists are now en- 
gaged in building a railroad Hue between 
Portland and Seattle. The Onion Pacific/ 
wbich I'V its branches and connections was 
interested in the Northwest, has advertised 
tbe district widely and the work of tho Ca- 
nadian Pacific in Great Britain has bronght 
indirect benefits in immigration. Because 
of the railway laws and agreements, no 
special inducements to settlers conld be 
held ont iu railway rates. The increased 
•ix-mpnths' rate affected the Northern Pa- 
cific as well as the other lines. The round 
trip rate from St. Pan! to Seattle or Port- 
land bus been and is $80. Tbe principal 
tickets soM have been the second-clans, $35 
from St. Paul to Seattle or common points. 
A Rtop-ovfir privilege of fifteen days at 
Spokane Falls or west of that point was 
granted on theee tickets. 
This privilige 


has been made good use of. It is estimat- 
ed that fully one-third of the west-boond 
travelers ol the Northern Pacific have stop- 
ped at Spokane to look about. 


There are no record* obtainable here to 


give figures of west-bonud travel to Port- 
land, Tccoma or Seattle by either the 
Northern Pacific or Union Pacific.

known to have been so large that the two 
companies are engaged in a bitter dispute 
over division of the Paget Sound business.

Relief associations under the guidance of 


the companies will do this. They are flour- 
ishing on the Baltimore and Ohio and tbe 
Pennsylvania railroads. The organizations 
on these roads may be token as the type of 
what other companies should do. On the 
former, the scheme originated with the elder 
Qarrett nearly ten years ago. At its organi- 
zation all employe* could join without 
regard to age. • After a short period those 
over 45 years and those who could not pass 
a medical examination were not allowed to 
jou. All persons employed regularly by tbe 
company are required to pass a medical ex 
amination, must be under 45 years of age, 
and must join tbe relief association. Tha 
it will be seen that nearly all their employe* 
are members. The compulsory feature look* 
to an outsider like a hardship, but the obll 
gatlon Is on him only who cedes employment. 


Tha employes are divided into two classes— 


hazardous and non-hazardous; and these two 
classes are divided into Ore other*, who pay 
into a fund certain fixed sums each month 
according to the amonnt of wages regularly 
received. Benefits are paid in weekly indem- 
nities in cases of sickness and disablements 
and a gross sum to the beneficiary when death 
occurs. They vary according to tbe amount 
contributed. Free medical and surgical at- 
tendance Is given; hospitals are established, 
physicians are appointed at convenient point; 
on the Una The company has contributed 
$100,000, the interest on which at 6 per cent, 
goes Into the fund yearly. It also puts $25,- 
COO per year into a superannuation fund. A 
building loan association bos also been 
formed, which has become quite popular. 


There are many other liberal features, of 


which limited space will not permit an enu- 
meration. 


The Pennsylvania Railroad company has 


also adopted a system of relief similar to that 
of the Baltimore and Ohio, but not so exten- 
sive. It is entirely voluntary, and numbers 
over 80,000. It rapidly increases in popular- 
ity as its benefits become more appreciated. 


In both companies the employes are rapid 


ly leaving the local benevolent association*; 
they find they can insure themselves with tbe 
old of a solvent and powerful company for 
much lea money than in the thousand aud 
one local lodges whose solvency depends on 
the honesty of a secretary or a treasurer. 


Other systems of relief, but to a minor ex- 


tent, bare been adopted by railway compa- 
nies— notably free hospital service for the 
sick and disabled upon the Santa Fe and Mis- 
souri Pacific, all of which materially lessen 
the number of ei«fm« for damages and sub- 
sequent costly trials and judgments In the 
courts.— t. O. Goddard In The Century. 


Bow to Get to Sleep, 


The suggestion recently mode in this col- 


umn in regard to methods of Inducing or pro- 
moting sleepiness has been put to a practical 
test by one constant reader of The Tribune 
with most gratifying result*. The sugges- 
tion was that sleep could be wooed success- 
fully by a method of counting in this fash- 
Ion: 1, 3; 1, 2, 8j 1, 9, 3, i; 1,3,3,4,5, etc., 
up to 25. The experimenter relates his ex- 
perience in the following language: "My 
plan is not to count rapidly, bat to call off 
mentally one figure with every expiration of 
breath. A person in good health counts at 
that rate about twenty a minute. Before 
reaching 25 in this scale, he must count for 
about sixteen minutes, as the series mounts 
up to 835 counted straight ahead. But I 
have found one decided advantage over 
counting in regular order. That can be done 
mechanically, without any mental activity 
whatever. , 


The other method is not burdensome to tho 


mind, but furnishes just enough material to 
keep the thoughts oft other subjects. I often 
find myself forgetting the number ot -which I 
ought to stop and return to 1, whereupon I at 
once begin again where I left oft and proceed 
in order. I cannot say that this scheme will 
produce sleep when there is no inclination or 
impulse in that direction, but when there is 
even a rudimentary impulse I know It will 
encourage and increase it, I have tried it a 
good many times since I first read it in The 
Tribune and it has only failed me twice. 
Often on waking I will remember that I was 
not able to count beyond 7 or 8 before losing 
myself in slumber. I have never yet counted 
up as for as 20. I think 17 or 18 has been my 
limit. I believe that the author of this sug- 
gestion has conferred a baon on people who 
are troubled with insomnia, although it can- 
not be expected to work in every case,— New 
York Tribune.
